Opening of the Presbyterian 
General, Assembly. 


Rev. Dr. Young Discourses on the 
Inerraney of the Bible. 


Rev. A. Baker Elected Moderator by 
a Vote of 8324 to 198. 


Rev. Dr. Bricges and Rev. Henry Pre- 
served Smith Among the Notable 
Presbyterians Present— tusi- 
ness Transacted, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Was#incton, May the Asso# 
ciated Press.| The Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly metin its one hundred 
and fifth annual session inthe New York 
Avenue Church this morning. The 
church was unable to contain the throng 
which wished to witness the proceed- 
ings. Among the noticeablg figures in 
the assembly were Rev. Dr. Briggs of 
the Union Theological Seminary, whose 
hearing on questions touching his or- 
thodoxy will again come up at this ses- 
sion,and Rev. Henry Preserved Smith 
of the Lane Theological Seminary, re- 
cently convicted of heresy bythe Cin- 
cinnati Presbytery, and whose case has 
gone on an appeal to the Synod of Ohio. 

At 11 o’clock Kev. Dr. W. C. Young, 
moderator, took a seat on the platform 
accompanied by the secretaries and 
clerks. After singing, reading of 
scriptures and prayer, Dr. Young de- 
livered the annual sermon. 

Th most notabie portion of the dis- 
course related to the inerrancy of “the 
scriptures and upon the subject the doc- 
tor said: ‘Our own beloved church 
has again and again expressed a firm 
and settied conviction that no discrim- 
ination as to truthfulness can be made 
between the different parts of the Bible; 
thatfrom the beginning to the end, 
from the opehing sentence in Genesis 
to the last verse in Revelation, the 
Bible is the very word of God. From 
end to end He has placed the seal of 
royal assent upon the book. No appre- 
hension should be felt asto the safety 
ofthe Bible. No possible harm can be- 
fall it. To doubt it is disloyalty to 
God; to fearitistosin. It courts the 
mostsearching investigation; it wel- 
comes the sharpest criticism. From 


now passing, it willcome forth, as it 
has from all other fiery tests, in its full 
integrity, without so much asa smell of 
tire about it. And when the very 
names of those radical foreign ration- 
alistic critics, who are seeking to de- 
stroy its historical truthfulness, its per- 
fect infallibidity, with their widely 
heralded productions, shall have been 
buried in common oblivion, the Bible, 
the whole Bible history, biography, 
prophecy and doctrine, shall, by the in- 
creasing miillions of believers, continue 
to be received, read and prized above 
all earthiv possessions as the very work 
of Almighty God.’’ 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 

At the afternoon session came the 
election of moderator. The nomina- 
tions were as follows: Rev. Dr. Charles 
A. Dickey of Philadelphia, Rev. George 
A Baker of Philadelphia, Rev. Willis G. 
Craig of the McCormick University of 
Chicago. 

Rev. Alexander Adair of Walla Walla 
presented the name of Rev. Calvin W. 
Stewart, D.D?, of Washington, presi- 
dent of Whitworth College, first as a 
home missionary, second as pastor and 
president of a college combined, and 
third as being entirely free from any 
entanglement arising out of controver- 
sies respecting Eastern educational 
institutions. 

During the nominations Dr. Dickey 
endeavored to get the floor. Later he 
was recqagnized and said: ‘‘Mr. Mod- 
erator, | will make what contribution I 
can to the harmony of this body by 
+ withdrawing my name. I know I am 
misunderstood, but if the Lord spares 


be uhderstood.’’ 

Considerable objection was made’ to 
granting the request, but finally the 
doctor was permitted to have his way. 

Dr. Stewart then withdrew his name 
and the assembly proceeded to vote for 
moderator, with Drs. Baker and Craig 
the only candidatey The result of the 
ballot was announted as follows: Craig, 
324; Baker, 198. lotal, 522. 

The announcement was received with 
slight applause, and then the election 
was made unanimous. 

Moderator Craig’s appearance was 
the signal for vigorous hand- clapping. 
He was introduced to the retiring mod- 
erator and presented to the general 
assembly. Dr. Young spoke of the un- 
usual pleasure it gave him to welcome 
Dr. Craig ana invoked God's biessing 
upon the labors of his successor, and 
commended him to the good graces and 
kindly forbearance of the assembly. 

Dr. Craig responded in a few words, 
expressing profound thanks for the 
confidence reposed in him. 

Dr. Bartlett; pastor of the church, 
was introduced and made an address of 
weicome. 

J. T. Foster of Newark, N. J., pre- 
sented a resolution, which was unani- 
mously adopted, protesting against the 
opening of the exposition at Chicago on 
the Lord’s day, and appealing to the 
National Commissioners to prevent the 
opening of the exposition, and invoking 
the cobperation of the National Execu- 
tive in enforcing all laws designed or 
calculated to secure that end. 

The assembly then adjourned until 
tomorrow. 

This evening the ordinance of the 
Lord’s Supper was administered to the 
commissioners and the accompanying 
congregation, which again taxed the 
capacity of the church.

The Voyage Was Exceedingly Speedy

A Pleasant Day Induces Many People to 
, Visit the Fair—Immense Crowds 
Flock to the Women's 
Congress.

Quarantine (S. 1.,) May 18.—[By the 
Associated Press.}| The Spanish 
steamer Marie Christina, having on 
board the Spanish Infanta Eulalia, the 
official representative in this country 
of Queen Regent Christina, arrived this 
evening. Prince Antonio dé Dourbon, 
husband of the Princess, is with her on 
the steamer. The suite consists of 
the Duke of Tamanes, chamberlain 
to the Infanta, and two -ladies 
in waiting. The steamer bearing 
the Princess was not expected 
until some time tomorrow, but she 
made an exceptionally quick trip and 
was sighted off Long Branch this after- 
noon. The bar was reached at 7:05 
p-m., where vessel anchored for 
the night. A tug, having on board a 
representative of the Associated Press, 
boarded the Marie Christina shortly 
after 10 o'clock tonight. Ricardo 
Bustamant, secretary to the Infanta, 
received the correspondent. He said 
that the trip from Havana was a most 
pleasant one, and, beyond fatigue, the 
Infanta suffered but little incon- 
venience. The Princess was too tired 
to see the reporter, but received Com- 
mander de la Vaya, of the Infanta Isa- 
bel, and conversed with him for a few 
minutes. 

lt was understood that the Dolphin 
was to convey the Princess to Jersey 
City. but from what could be learned 
this will not occur, and the Spanish 
vessel willhave the honor of carrying 
the royal visitors. 


WOMEN'S CONGRESS, 


A Panic Narrowly Averted in the Art 
Institate Yesterday. 

Cuicaco, Mayi8.—({ By the Associated 
Press.| So wedged in the hallwavs of 
the Art Imstitute were the crowds of 
women at today’s sessions of their great 
congress, that at one time a panic 
seemed imminent. It was at the en- 
trance to the hall in which Susan B. 
Anthony was speaking. The crowd 
completely filled the hall, and hundreds 
of people were packed outside in the 
corridors. In an hysterical voice, one 
weman called on the chairman to post- 
pone the programme and send for the 
police. The proceedings were discon- 
tinued until the police succeeded in 
clearing the hall. 

The scope of subjects considered to- 
dav was most comprehensive, although 
the religious element was predominant. 

The Catholic Women’s Congress was 
the first occasion in many years where 
Catholic women have taken part in de- 
liberations of this nature. Eliza Allen 
Starr called the meeting to order, and 
urged the formation of a national or- 
ganization of Catholic women. The re- 
mainder of the afternoon session and 
the whole of the evening session was 
devoted to a series of interesting papers. 

The other divisious of the congress

SUPREME COURT'S MANDATE. 


The Cireuit Court Notified of the 
Action in the Chinese Cases. 


The Matter Can Only Come Up Again on 
a New Question—Misstonaries 
Make Very Strong 
Protests, 


By Telegraph to The Times. , 
Wasninoton, May 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The mandate of the 
Supreme Court of the United States to 
the Circuit Court for the Southern Dis- 
trict of New York, affirming the de- 
cision of that court in the exclusion 
cases was transmitted yesterday. This 


disposes of the matter finaily, yn- 
less the case again comes  be- 
fore the court on a new qtes- 
tion. The present indfcations point 


strongly tothe assumption that a copy 
ofthe majority opinion of the court 
will certainly be forwarded tothe Chin- 
ese government through diplomatic 
channels before any extended system of 
hostile action under the law will be in- 
augurated. The probabilities seem to 
favora prolonged status quo on the 
Chinese exclusion question. 


THE MISSIONARIES. 


Suggested. 

New Yorks, May 18.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The Geary Exclusion Act, 
which has always been fought bv the 
churches and missionary societies, has 
given the home officials no little con- 
cern. The Presbyterian Board of Mis- 
sions, at its meeting yesterday, in 
addition to sending a cablegram, to 
China, ordered letters written to the 
four missions in that country in which 
the injunction in regard to cautious and 
conservative action was eniarged on, 
and adding: ‘It seems to us desirable 
that, while matters are in suspense, .all 
of our musionaries should be in a situa- 
tion where prompt communication is 
possibile, and that visits to the interior 
should not be undertaken. Iam author- 
ized to say that Mr. Dulles is abont to 
send extra funds to each mission to be 
available when needed. The chief dan- 
ger apprehended is a sudden uprising. 
as the result of false reports scattered 
among the people, who may take action 
before the government can interfere.’’ 

The Methodist Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety has decided to make a final ap- 
peal to the President against the en-f 
forcement of the law. The appeal as 
formulated says: ‘‘We earnestly be- 
seech the President to use all means 
within his power to meet the just 
wishes of the Chinese government, and, 
if it yet be possible, to secure through 
diplomatic action such an agreement 
between the two countries as will se- 
cure peace and harmony.”’ 

The following was also issued for 
distribution: ‘In this time of peril to 
our missionary interests in China and 
of dishonor to the fair name of our 
country, because of unrighteous and 
oppressive legislation, we deem it of 
the utmost importance that the whole 
church look to God for His divine 
guidance and help. We therefore rec- 
ommend that Sunday, May 28, be ob- 
served as a dav of special prayer 
throughout the country, that our Gov- 
ernment may be led to just action in 
this emergency and that such a solution 
ot the pending question may be reached 
as shall save the missionary interests 
in China from disaster, and secure just 
treatment to Chinese in this country.” 


THE DIPLOMATIC END. 


The Late Interview Between China's 
Minister and Secretary Gresham. 

WASHINGTON, May 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| An authentic statement 
has been obtained asto the interview 
between Secretary Gresham and the 
Chinese Minister at the State Depart- 
menton Wednesday last. The inter- 
view was entirely devoid of any feature 
or suggestion of sensationalism. ‘ Noth- 
ing whatever was szid by the Minister 
concerning any possibility that the 
Chinese legation in Washington would 
be withdrawn'as the result of the en- 
forcement of the law. andit can be stated 
on the authority of the Secretary 
Gresham that he has not received any 
intimation from anv source that any 
such, proceedings are contemplated. 
During the interview the Chinese Min- 
ister assured the Secretary that he be- 
ljeved the Chinese governmént would 
not resortto any retaliatory measures, 
and that there would be nothing done 
by his government that would disturb 
the present friendly relations between 
the United States and China.

Many families are 
camping on the hills, having lost every- 
thing. 
FLOODS ABATING. 
No More Danger ts “Apprehended in Penn- 
syivania. 

Pirtspunca. May 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The sunis shining and 
the great storm which has prevailed 
over Eastern Ohio and Western Penn- 
sylvania for three days is believed to be 
over. The Allegheny and Monongahela 
rivers are still rising, but the water wil! 
hardly reach the danger line, and no 
serious damage is expected here. The 
low lands in Allegheny and the South 
Side are partially under water. Sharps- 


burg is several feet under wa- 
ter and the residents of the place 
have moved to the upper floors. 


At Beaver Falls the town is at fever 
heat, the citizens expecting the town 
to beswept from the earth tomorrow. 
Few slept last night, and reports are 
rife that the upper dam is weakening, 
and a break is possible at any time. If 
this should occur a body of water seven 
mileslong. half a mile wide and eight 
feet deep will be ready to dash on the 
lower end of Beaver Falls, Fallston, 
Bridgewater and other towns below. 
Strenuous, andit is believed success- 
ful, efforts are being made to prevent 
the break. 

At Newcastle the situation is very 
grave. The water is five feet higher 
than ever known before and still rising. 
Over ten miles of the New York, Penn- 
svivania and Ohio road’s track between 
here and Sharon has been washed out 
since midnight. A large railroad bridge 
went down this morning with twenty 
loaded cars. Several bridges and 
houses floated down stream this morn- 
ing and carcasses of dead animals fill 
the stream. 

Pittsscren., May 18, 10 p.m. —The 
flood is abating at all points and no 
more danger is apprehended. The 
damage to property will run up to mill- 
ions. At Erie the total loss will reach 
$75,000. The damage at Meadville 
will probably exceed $250,000, while 
at Titusville the loss is said to be nearly 
as heavy as last June. The loss to rail- 
roads in Pennsylvania and Ohio is put 
at $1,000,000. 


FLOODS AT CLEVELAND. 


Losses Are Greater Than at First Sup- 
posed. 

CLEVELAND, May 18.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The rain, which has 
been steadily falling since Sunday 
night, ceased early this morning, after 
a precipitation of 4% inches. The 
Cuyahoga River is higher than ever 
known before. As the waters recede, 
the property losses along the bank are 
found to be greater than at first sup- 
posed. Bynoon the waters had receded 
three feet, and men were set to work in 
the factories and other submerged 
buildings, clearing away the accumula- 
tions of mud. All the streets on the 
flats are still flooded. The body of John 
Johnson, one of the life-saving crew 
drowned yesterday, was found on the 
beach this morning.

The New Cruiser Arriv es es in Boston After a 
Good Kun. 

Bostox, May 18.--|By the Associated 
Press.]| The cruiser New York reached 
Boston this morning after a good run 
from Delaware Breakwater. The aver- 
age rate at which the vessel went 
through the water may safely be put 
down as nineteen knots, and there is 
every reason tohope that the New 
York will exceed the contract speed by 
at least one knot, thus winning for 
the builders a premium of $200,000, 
and giving to thé*™United States the 
fastest armored cruiser in the world. 
On Monday morning the New York will 
get under way and steam up to the 
starting point, off Cape Ann, for the 
great race. The contract with Govern- 
ment culls for a speed of twenty knots 
per hour, $50,000 being paid for every 
quarter of a knot in excess, and a like 
amount forfeited for every quarter of a 
knot below.

UNDERWRITERS. 


Twenty-seventh ‘Apuant Mecting of the 
National foard. 

New York, May 18,.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] The twenty-seventh an- 
nual meeting of the National Board of 
Underwriters was held this morning. 
President D. W. CG. Skilton of the 
Phoenix Fire Insurance Company of 
Hartford, Ct., ocempied the chair and 
delivered the annual address. The 
president declares that in view of the 
experienees of last year he is con- 
vinced of the necessity of an itferease in 
the average rate of insurance. 

The Executive Committee's report 
viewed with concern the vast increase 
of fire losses in the country in 1892. 
They are estimated at $151,516,098, 
an increase over 1891, when the fire 
tire losses were unprecedented. Losses 
since January, 1893, have gone on at 
the same rapid pace. In connection 
with the report, the members of the 
board said that they feared incendiarism 
ig on the increase, and the Arson Com- 
mittee moved that its powers be so ex- 
tended that it can increase the offers of 
rewards for the arrest and conviction 
of incendiaries.

A Georgia Bank President, Whén Asked 
to Repay a Loan, Takes a ‘thot 
at Himself—Failures 
ofa Day.

Brunswick (Ga.,) May 18.—|By the 
Associated Press.] M. Uliman, presi- 
dent of the Ogelthorpe National Bank, 
committed suicide in the toilet room of 
the bank this morning. Besides being 
president of the Ogelthorpe bank he was 
presidentof the Brunswick Brewing 
and Ice Company, anda line of river 
steamers, and a large stockholder in 
various enterprises. President Bur- 
thage,. of the First National Bank, had 
requested Ullman to repay a loan made 
the day before. ‘All right; wait a mo- 
ment,’’ said Ullman, stepping into the 
toilet room. A moment later Burthage 
heard the report of a revolver. Ull- 
man was found sitting upright, witha 
bullet-hole in the center of his forehead. 

The news spread rapidly and deposit- 
ors started a run. Iw a few minutes 
the Ogelthorpe National Bank closed its 
doors, followed almost immediately by 
the First National Bank. A slight ran 
was commenced on the Brunswick State 
Bank, but the bank met all demands. 
Mayer & Ullman, wholesale grocers, 
have closed temporarily. The Bruns- 
wick brewery and Brunswick cotton 
factory will also close temporarily. 
The Ogelthorpe Bank was capitalized at 
$150,000 and the First National at 
$200,000. The officers.of both banks 
say that all claims will be paid in full.

As to country wells, not one in 
fifty supplies water as pure as flows 
through Chicago’s hydrants. This is 
not a reckless assertion. It is the 
plaintruth. The ordinary visitor need 
not concern himself seriously about 
epidemics or about the sanitation of 
Chicago. Going to the fair will not be 
synonymous with flying in the face of 
disease and death. ‘There are no cen- 
ditions existing at present that would 
justify avoidance of Chicago on such 
grounds. Nor is Chicago acity of crim- 
inals. Its police service will be found 
good, and its caband hack service is so 
cheap and so good when compared with 
that most extortionate of all cities, 
New York, that the visitor feels ar im- 
mediate sense of relief. Life and lime 
will be as safe in Chicago as anywhere 
else. If any harm befall the toocurious 
prowler who wants to see the ‘‘dark’’ 


and ‘‘seamy’’ sides of life, that will be 
his own fault. It will be a mistake, 
however, to be frightened away by re- 


ports of exorbitant prices, or of inade- 
quate and tumble-down accommodations. 
It may cost some little effort to 
find just what one wants; but gen- 
erally speaking, it will be possible for 
every visitor to suit his accommodations 
to his purse; and rates for lodging and 
meats will not be inordinate. Chicago 
isa very widespread and roomy city, 
with many easily accessible towns; and 
vast additions have been made to the 
housing accommodations in view of the 
fair.

Candor 
compels us to state that we have never 
eaten a bird’s nest, nor have we seen 
one that was represented as edible, but 
unless the writers in the Times encyclo- 
pedia (which our correspondent should 
have in the house) are awful liars—and 
of course they are not—there is such a 
thing. It is represented that there is a 
sea swallow in Java and the Philippine 
Islands which gathers from the coral 
rocks of the sea a glutinous mud which 
it swallowsand afterward disgorges and 
then applies this vomit to the sides of 
clefts and caverns to formits nest. In 
Java and Netherlands India these nests 
are gathered to the extent of forty thou- 
sand to fifty thousand pounds annually, 
and are sold at prices ranging from $5 
to $35 a pound. Some of the finersorts 
sell fortwice their weight in silver, 
The nest is esteemed the greatest deli- 
cacy whenit isfreshly made. It is then 
of waxy whiteness and about the size of 
a coffee cup. <A last-year’s bird's nest 
is hardly worth serving up, evenina 
railroad lunch-stand. The fondness for 
birds’ nests is said to be a whimsical 
culinary fancy of the Chinese alone. 
Foreigners who have tested it sayit has 
an insipid, glutinous taste, but the Chi- 
nese attribute to it peculiar strengthen- 
ing qualities. Speaking from a purely 
American standpoint, we prefer pork 
and beans.

THE press of the State is beginning to 
Manifest its dissatisfaction over the 
fali-down of California at the World’s 
Fair. The California Fruit Grower 
Says: 


For the enormous sum [appropriated } 
it was to’ be hoped, and, indeed. ex- 
‘pected, that on the opening day of the 
feir California would be well repre- 
sented in all its various departments. 
That it was not so represented is a hu- 
miliating fact, for which the proper 
parties should be held responsible. 
Time after time, during the past year, | 
has the California Fruit Grower urged 
upon the World's Fair Commission the 
desirability of purchasing from fruit- 
growers and packers the preserved 
fruits needed to make a creditable dis- 
play of California's resources in this 
direction, Among other things, we es- 
pecially urged the purchase of several 
thousand boxes of the best grade of 
raisins to put on display, showing not 
oniy quality, but giving some sugges- 
tions as to quantity also. That the 
whole “business has been wretchedly 
bungied at great cost to the people of 
the State must appear by the following 
picture of California's humiliation, 
given by an Examiner correspondent on’ 
the day of opening, as follows: 

“The fruit men of California ought to 
be ashamed of themselves, but whether 
they are or not every Californian in 
Chicago is ashamed of them and 
ashamed to go near the California ex- 
hibit in the Horticultural building. 
Here is the 2d of May and not a speck 
ofiresh California fruit on exhibition 
except oranges. Now. oranges are 
Very nice, but they are quite common 
on truit stands in Chicago and other 
Arctic regions, andeven when they are 
nailed on to windmills or lecomotives 
they are just plain oranges. Michigan 
has strawberries to show. True, they 
were raised under glass, but the public 
does not know that. There are no 
Strawberries in the California exhibit. 
It gives one a frenzy to come from a 
State that can raise strawberries a]! 
the year round and not be able to find 
one in that State’s exhibit. . _ 

“California is famed for its raisins, 
yet there is not a Fresno raisin on the 
ground, If the raisin. men dread the 
expense, perhaps a .ffew men who have 
raisin land tose!! could club togethe: 
and raise enough to buy a dozen hoxes 
of Sultanas. Uniess these things are 


looked after quickly there is going to 


be some disappointment, and some hard 
things will be said later on,’” 


The True Story of Pizarro and Peru, 

Unquestionably the most romantic 
chapter in human history is that which 
tells of the conquest of Peru by Fran- 
cisco Pizatro. As a military feat it 
ranks far above the conquest of Mexico 
by Cortes, and Mexico furnishes the 
only comparison. Pizarro conquered a 
savage country a dozen times as large 
as England with 187 men, three flint- 
locks and a little muleback cannon 
firing stones. Before he cameto the 
first shore of Peru even, he overcame 
greater obstacles Ghd sufferings than 
Columbus ever dreamed of, and endured 
such vears of horror as no Saxon ex- 
plorerin the new world ever remotely 
paralleled. In chivalry and daring and 
in patient heroism his career was 
wholly unique. 

Until the modern invention of scien- 
tific history—-which is merely another 
way of saying history on the basis of 
common sense—this Napoleon of the 
Spanish conquest has been branded as a 
biood-stained and cruel, though dazzling, 
character. He has been pictured as an 
exterminator, a betraver and a robber 
on a large scale. But the student can 
no longer do this injustice. The work 
ofthe New School of American His- 
tory—founded by Lewis H. Morgan, and 
now headed by such great historians as 


Francis Parkman, John Fiske and Ban- 


delier—makes it impossible for works 
Written in the closet, without investi- 
gation, without field-work, without crit- 
ical bibliographic sifting of evidence, 
to pass muster longer as history. The 
exact, laborious and common-sense 
work of the new school has thrown an 
entirely new lighton the Spanish con- 
quest. Of the conquest of Peru, for 
instance, long-accepted fables have 
been fully disproved. It cost far les 
bloodshed than the final reduction of 
the Indiantribes in our one State of 
Virginia, and was more merciful and 
more creditable than any of the English 


occupations of India. If Pres- 
cott might have lived until the 
science of ethnology was _ born, 


he would have been the first man to 
tear up his wonderful books and write 
them over entirely anew. He was not 
a brilliant scholar, but a nobly 
conscientious man, and did his great 
work against the greatest odds. But 
he lacked that one key which alone un- 
locks the truth as to aboriginal 
America and its first conquest—the 
understanding of Indian organization, 
and of the bibliography of the conquis- 
tadores.

Though science has entirely changed 
the historical status of the conquest, 
and has proyed how untrue was the 
picture of the Inca civilization and 
kings, the matter has yet to become 
fully accessible to the public. Charles 
F. Lummis, who has been studying 
these lines for years, in touch with 
scientific progress, has written, in popu- 
lar form, the true story of Pizarro and 
Peru as now accepted by scholars. It 
is to be issued this fall by A. C. Me- 
Clurg & Co., of Chicago, as_ the closing 
section of Mr. Lummis’s book, “The 
Spanish Pioneers.’’ Unaccustomed as 
are the positions taken in this first 
popular statement of the work of the 
new school, their authenticity can 
hardly be quarreled with. Bandelier, 
the foremost living authority on Span- 
ish America, the disciple of Humboldt 
and the co-laborer of Parkman and 
Fiske, introguces the book with a pre- 
face over his own name, in which he 
declares the value of the book, and 
says: ‘And I pledge myself to defend, 
on the field of historic science, the 
statements and the estimates which it 
contains.*’ 

By arrangement, Tat Times will 
print in advance, and for the first time 
that it has ever seen type in any form, 
the true story of Pizarro and Peru as 
established by historic science.

Southern California orange-growers 
who have been swindled on commission 
shipments this seasun are requested to 
send statements of their cases to this 
oftice. We are satisfied that a great 
iniquity has been perpetrated, and that 
half the facts have not yet seen the 
light. It is no fault of the production, 
the quality of fruit or excessive compe- 


tition that fair prices ‘have not been. 


realized by growers this year. Con- 
sumers in the East have paid as high 


prices for oranges as ever. before, and ~ 


have probably eaten as many of them. 
But the middlemen have had everything 


their own way; .thev have bagged the~ 


proceeds, and.in many instances have 
left the growers iess than the cost of 
production. A reckless system of ship- 
ment has beep in vogue, superinduced 


by the fact that the shippers ae 


perating on the gspital of somebody 


‘else. They were sure of their charges | 


for packingy freight and commission, 
and the rest ofthe tramsaction did not 


concern them. No line of business has 
ever before disclosed such a reckless 
slaughter. 

Instances are on record where a com- 
mission house would send several car- 
loads of fruit East without any definite 
destination, or if Any point of consign- 
ment was named it was purely fictitious. 
While the fruitwas en route the firm 
would be on the watch, and if they found 
that a competitor had consigned a car- 
load to some particular point they 
would drop a carload or two of their fly- 
ing shipment inahead of it. By this 
means they would forestall and over- 
load the market at that point 
and utterly demoralize prices among 
the jobbers. This was essentiaily 
a cut-throat game. Both the lezgiti- 
mate consignment and the pirati- 
cal consignment would be slaughtered, 
but what difference did it make to the 
consignors? They were gambling ona 
capital confided to them by the grow- 
ers. Whatever returns were secured 
had to pay the charges of shipment and 
sale first and the beggarly pittance was 
left to the grower. 

There are cases where iarge crops 
have been confided to commission 
houses and disposed .of and no returns 
whatever have yet been rendered. It 
has been altogether u saturnalia of reck- 
less speculation and robbery. 

ew people realize how important it 
is to Southern California to have this 
evil corrected. If the basis is thus to 
be knocked out from beneath our lead- 
ing horticultural industry, what guar- 
auty have we that any productive in- 
terest is safe’ Our land values in out- 
lving sections have been founded 6n the 
productive capacity of the land. De- 
stroy this productive capacity, and you 
destroy land values. Southern Cali- 
fornia cannot afford to have her pros- 
perity gambled away in such a reckless 
fashion. We hope that the producers, 
who have taken the matter in hand with 
vigor and determination, will be able to 
remedy the evil. It isa fight for self- 
preservation. It is a fight, not only to 
save the producer, but to maintain the 
prosperity of the whole country, THe 
Times will be glad to throw all the light 
on this involved question that can be 
brought forth.

CALIFORNIA'S DISGRACE. 


Her World's fair Appropriation Has Been 
Squandered. 
\San Francisco Examiner. | 

When the Examiner cotrespondent at 
Chicago nated two weekaago that the 
display of California’ at the World’s 
Fair was disgracefully incomplete, our 
esteemed contemporary, whose propri- 
etor ornaments the Nationa! Commis- 
sion, discredited the assertion. We 
never thought that the backward condi- 


tion of our State display was due in the 


least to any fault of Mr. de Young, 
whose duties lav inuan ebtirely differ- 
ent direction, but or coutemporary 
seemed to think that its henor required 
it to resent any imputation upon any- 
thing in Jackson Park, Now, however, 
it admits that all the Examiner's 
charges were correct. Ip its Chicago 
correspondence of yesterday it remarks 
that the ‘‘deplorable state of affairs’ 
in the California bwilding*ean be ac- 
counted for only on the theory of gross’ 
mismanagement.’’ It adds: 

OAt a time when every effort should have 
been made to complete this portion of Call: 
fornia’s representation at the fair the man- 
agers seein to become limp and lifeless. 
Instead of directing their energies to the 
attainment of definite objects, they have 
drifted aimlessly and accomplished almost 
nothing during the last week. The Califor- 
nia building was to have been conipieted as 
svon if not before those of the other States. 
Today it is far béHinmd the majority of 
them. 

The total work accompiished jn the past 
seven days is the efection of Ventura 
county's bean pagoda, the planting of the 
big palm tree in the center of the building 
and the unpacking and placing ot the John 
Marshall statue. Otherwise the State 
building today is in précigeiy thé same con- 
dition as I reviewed it last Sunday. A 
strange partof itis the fact that since that 
time there has been nothing of a serious 
nature toimpede progress. 

This precisely corresponds with the 
testimony from ether sources. J. P. 
Murphy, writing -to the Sacramento 
Bee, puts the case even more vigor- 
ously: 

We have the only building on the grounds 
that is not underroof; the only one that 
saystothe visitors, ‘none admitted.’” At 
the present writing, the day after opening, 
we have the only building that has not a 
flag or banner unfurled to the breezc:; not 
a sign or word either to designate the in- 
tents or purposes of. the structure. So 
much for the building externally, not to 
speak at all of the condition of the 
grounds. 

Inside! How canlI ever attempt to de- 
scribe the condition’ ‘“Pigsty’’ might come 
near it. No other term would be near the 
mark.

but the fact that ali the energetic peo- 
ple who attempted to get their displays 
inshape in time had, them ruined for 
their pains on account ofthe roof not 
being on the building, has made him 
feel that exhibiting is hardly worth 
while. ‘‘The result will be, toc,’’ he 
says, “that displavs will be put up in 
that spirit, and many who would em- 
bellishand elaborate on ideas already 
started will simply lé% dt: ‘go at that,’ 
and get through the in a half- 
done sort of way, and Mheéy.cannot be 

Mr. Murphy thinks that the manage- 
ment of our affairs has been hopelessly 
incompetent: 

The whole trouble is that there is not a 
practical man connected with the whole 
affair—not one. There are superintend- 
ents, managers, heads of this and heads of 
that in plenty withouLe ne man with 
only half the practical a of an aver- 
age section boss would accomplish more in 
aday than is now done in a week. All 
that has apparently been done is to move 
cases of exhibits froma set spot to* one 
that was apparently not’so wet. The idea 
of trying to put finishing touches inside 
the building before she wren ee on is a 
fair sample of the Whole 8S. 

It appears to us that this sort of 
tLing has gone on about long’ enough. 
California, which should be the wonder 
and admiration of the exhibition, has 
become its laughing stock. The «most 
generous appropriation in America, 
considering the circumstances, being 
thrown away. A display that should 
have been ready on the Ist of May bids 
fair to be incomplete in November. In 
five months and a half the fair will be 
overand the visitors will have gone 
home.

It frequently hap- 
pens nowadays that the girl bach- 
elor who has a _ comfortable  in- 
come of a hundred dollars a month or 
so hesitates about giving up this sal- 
ary and accepting a husband who com- 
mands $125. Froma purely business 
standpoint it is bad economy, for every 
one knows that $100 per month is 
more for one than $125 possibly can be 
fortwo, with achance of increase in 
family at that. In this case, therefore, 
it is love and love only that makes such 
a union possible, andevery one knows 
thatthe average American girl, when 
she falls deeply in love, will letslip all 
financial and economical considerations 
and will forego afi her girlish privi- 
leges simply ‘*because Il love Jack, you 
know.’’ That settles it, and there is no 
room for argument. 

Hon. D. Carroli Wright of Boston, 
chief of the Bureau of Statistics, some 
years ago gave the following figures 
about woman’s higher education. Of 
705 graduates who returned replies to 
his questions, their average age being 
28 years, 509 were Hving in single 
blessedness against 196 who had been 
married anaverage of six years. A 
Chicago paper, commenting on the 
facts, said: ‘‘Itmight be ungraciously 
said that their higher education had 
led them to fix a higher value on their 
matriage values, but we do not believe 
that the secretlies in the enhancing 
of values. It might be said that young 
men have a secret fear of educated 
young women when it comes to taking 
them as partners for life, and are apt 
to regard them as Dr. Holmes does his 
college young lady, Lurida, ‘the female 
terror.’ The cause, however,. lies still 
deeper we fancy. The average of. 
women, owing to the scarcity of ap- 
propriate labor on the one hand 
and their inability to perform 
profitable labor on the other, 
marry to be taken care.of. The thor- 
oughly educated young woman discovers 
that she can earn a -food living, and 
consequently itis not mecessary for her 
to marry in order to be supported. 
Being able to support herself, she is in 
a positionto wait until her real com- 
plement comes along, and not take 
chances in the marriage lottery. In 
other words, knowledge is power to 
her. In this respect, as well as in all 
others, the logical inference from the 
report is that the higher education of 
women is conducive to their health, 
happiness and usefulness 

Statistics tell us there are 20,000 
women in America today successfully 
engaged in business. The man who 
said that a woman’s name should never 
be seen in print but twice and then 
under the head of ‘‘marriages and 
deaths’®? has long since appeared in 
print himself under’ the latter head, 
and the time isat hand when the cul- 
tured woman commands an equal sal- 
ary with the cultured man. 

Now, then, let us hear what the girls 
themselves have tosayaboutit. There 
are, inthe city of Los Angeles, any 
number of girl bachelors who are main- 
taining themselves in the cosiest man- 
ner possible. They are artists, musi- 
cians, writers, teachers, stenographers, 
and many of them command salaries 
ranging from $100 to $8200 per ronth. 
It has been the purpose of the writer of 
this article to visit many of these young 
ladies and obtain from them their views 
Hear 
what they say: |

beer and whisky, and who is capable of 
telling jokes and stories that would 
bring the flush of shame to an honor- 
able cheek.”

ORANGE COUNTY. 


A Breezy Investigation Before the 
Santa Ana Schoo! Board. 


Miss Crew Esonerated from Ali Biame in 
the Reed Matter—The Teachers 
Place the Superintendent in an 
Embarrassing Position. 


SANTA ANA. 

Anyone doubting that "women's rights" 
are not in the ascendenc’. in Santa Ana at 
least, should have been at the public school 
building Wednesday afternoon to witness 
the proceedings in the inves'ication of the 
charges against Miss Maid Crew, the 
teacher of the fitth grade, for suspending 
one of her pupils, Master Nov Reed. for 
general misbehavior and apparent unal- 
loyed “cussedness.”"" The charges were 
preferred by Mrs. Reed. the mother of the 
boy, who, no doubt, feels. according to the 
story told her by her boy and others of his 
playmates, that he had been miserably 
treated in school Dy bis teacher. The evi. 
dence in the case, however. was quite to 
the contrary, and Miss Crew was exoner- 
ated from all blame¢excep: that she should 
not have used sarcastic luncuage to her 
pupil) even by the witnesses brought in by 
the boy and his parents, save one, who sub- 
sequently adimitted that be did not like the 
teacher, ayd tbat he had been punished by 
her for disobedience. 

Before the examination was half through 
it was évident, from the testimony at band, 
that Miss Crew had only done what any 
other teacher would naturally have done 
under similar circumstances, and that the 
boy was undoubted!y a detriment to the 
school. It is unfortunate, it is true, for the 
boy that such is the case, but the evidence 
was plain, to the nt and unmistadably 
true, his own playmates. without an excep- 
tion, testifving that he was abad boy and 
deserving of punishment of some kind. 
Even the parents did. not specifically deny 
this statement. Tne father admitted hav- 
ing whipped the youngster himseifand hav- 
ing previously told Miss Crewto not spare 
the rod on his offspring if he. did not be. 
have himself. They did not object to hav- 
ing him punished by whipping, but be- 
lieved that the teacher had not sufficient 
grounds for suspending him. But, accord- 
ing to paragraph sév¥en. in “rules for teach- 
ers,’’ adopted by the Board of Education, 
the teacher is sustained in her action in 
suspending the obstreperous pupil instead 
of whipping him, as the parents of the boy 
desired her todo, as the following extract 
prove: “Corporal punishmentis only 
to be applied as a last resort, and when 
suspension’ has proven fruitiess. or is 
plainly, improper, or inadequate: but when 
order or discipline requires it may be ad- 
ministered by the teacher in charge under 
such rules asthe saperintendent shall es- 
tablish with the consent of the board.” 
The evidence in the case was what might be 
termed “rich and racy.” at times, and 
would make tnteresting reading, but is too 
| exhaustive to give in fui!. Miss Csew con- 
dncted her own case, and did it in a manner 
that would do credit tothe average practi- 
tioner before the Orange county bar. Mr. 
and Mrs. Reed§ cross-questioned the witness 
quite thoroughly. 

But the most interesting as well as the 
most amusing part of the trial was near 
the close, when Prof. McGinnis, the super- 
intendent, stepped ‘into the witness box. 
sor some time there has not been as much 
harmony as there should be between the 
superintendent and the teachers, and upom 
this occasion the teachers were in a 
position to talk and act entirely inde- 
pendent of their superintendent. Prof. 
McGinnis took occasion to state that Miss 
Crew had said some things that were not 
altogether in keeping with the modest 
mitn of the average ‘This did not 
please the young lacy, and she therefore 
proceeded to interrogate the professor in 
reference tocertain things he was supoosed 
to have said about certain members of the 
school board. Miss Crew asserted that 
Prot. McGinnis had told her that one mem- 
ber of the board put him in mind ofa 
‘singed cat.’’ and another was a regular 
‘‘baby.’’ This the professor emphatically 
denied. Immediately Miss Crew was heard 
to ask ‘“‘are there any persons in this room 
who have heard lrof. McGinnis say that 
one of the members of the school board 
put him in mind of a ‘singed cat.” and 
that another one was a regular ‘baby?’ "’ 

Instanter there was a rustling of skirts 
and a, light shuMing of dainty feet, when 
up popped from their seats, one, tyyo, 
three, four, five. of the determined little 
school mam’s, and stood a few moments in 
eloquent silence in support of the assertion 
made by Miss Crew. There was a ‘‘giggle’’ 
and a sort of *‘chee-he’’ passed down each 
isle in rapid succession. At the same time 
a score or more lace or embroidered hand- 
kerchiefs covered puckered lips, and over 
the crumpled folds of each bit of lace shone 
a pair of laughing eyes which, as windows of 
the soul, threw out brilliant rays of satisfac- 
tion at what the fvotball-enthusiast would 
term a “‘touch-down”™ fortheir side, It was 
an embarrasiny inoiment for the professor, 
but bis memory was refreshed, and he im- 
mediately stated that he remembcred hav- 
ing made such a statement, but it was 
meant asa compliment to Mr. Freeman, 
who had proved to be aman of much larger 
calibre than he had first supposed him to 
be. Rev. Connell, a member of the board, 
then arese on a point of privilege, and 
asked to be informed who the “baby” of 
the board was. Up jumped another deter- 
mined little school ma'am, in-nswer to the 
query, and said: “Protessor said it was 
you, sir!’ Prof. McGinnis remembered 
having referred to Kev. Connell as a man 
of very bad health, and, therefore, phys- 
ically, very weak. Another member of the 
board, at this point, stated that he could 
not see what all this contention had to do 
with the investigation of the charges 
against Miss Crew, and the matter was at 
once dropped. Tie evidence inthe case 
proper being all in, the Board of Education. 
as acommittee of the whole, adjourned to 
meet next Tuesday evening, at which time 
the committee wil! formulate its report and 
present the same. with recommendations, 
to the Board of Education.

"A MILD QUAKE. 


A Very Slight Seismic, Disturbance 
Yesterday Afternoon, 


The Shock or Tremor Quite Appreciable 
to Occupants of the Upper Stories 
of High Bulldings—No 
Damage. 


A seismic disturbance of about one- 
half minute's duration was observed 
here, vesterday afternoon ‘at 4:59 
‘o'clock. The undulations were to the 
north and south, but were not violent. 
Beyond the stopping of a few clocks 
and the frightening of a small number 
of persons there were, as faras could 
be learned, no serious consequeuces. 
The shock, or rather the tremor, was 
perceptible to the occupants af the 
City Hall, especially on the upper 
floors. 

Instead of being a succession of sharp 
shocks as the uninitiated are led to be- 
lieve, the experience is as if one were 
swinging easily in a rocking chair, or 
were being rocked gently in a small 
boat. The people on the upper floors 
of the Bryson and Phillips blocks were 
somewhat frightened, and in a few 
cases were on the point of nausea. 

A clock in Germain's drug store on 
Spring street was stopped at 4:89. 
The quake was felt in a number of in- 
stances on the ground floors of business 
places. 

3 AT PASADENA. 

At 4:39 p.m. yesterday a very per- 
ceptible tremor was noticed by Pasa- 
dena citizens, It was a less severe 
shock than some of its predecessors in 
1898, but its duration was longer than 
any other noted here this year. Some 
observers counted four distinct shocks. 


AT OTHER PO.NTS. 


Lively Quakes at Ventura, Santa Barbara 
and Elsewhere. 

VENTURA, May 18.—|By the Associ- 
ated Press.| A very distinct shock of 
earthquake occurred at 4:35 this after- 
noon, and lasted about fifteen seconds.

San Pepro, May 18.—Two distinct 
eurthquake shocks of about six seconds 
duration, ranging from north to south, 
were felt here this afternoon at 4:35. 

Pomona, May 18.—A slight shock of 
earthquake was noticed in this city this 
afternoon at 4:36 o'clock. The shock 
was almost inappreciable, but the chan- 
deliers were set to swinging and the 
we'ghts in the clocks were started in 
motion. The tremor was from north- 
east to southwest.

Ata mecting of the stockholders of 
the Pacfic Wood and Coal Company, 
held at San Diezo November 17, 1892, 
for the purpose of electing five direct- 
ors, B. D. Clogstén was chosen as one 
of that number by receiving a plurality 
of the votes cast.

The matter was 
heard,-and on January 25, t893, 
judgment was rendered in effect that at 
the said election Dulin was elected one 
of the directors of the corporation, 
that his election be conficmed that 
Clugstou was not elected aad was 
therefore nota director of the company. 
Onthe same day the defendants ap- 
peaied from the judgment and 
asked that aa order be issued staying 
the prececdings, and restraining the 
respondent, Dulin, from doing any act 
in the capacity of director. The Su- 
preme Court, in its opinion, states that 
the purpose of the application is not to 
prevent the court from taking any 
action toenforce its judgment, but to 
prevent Dulin from acting as one of the 


directors, that the stay of proceedings 


upon the enforcement of the judgment 
resulting from tse appeal cannot pre- 
vent the moralsupport which the ren- 
dition of the judgment may give tothe 
other directors, or form the basis of ag 
injunction upon them. nor that it can 
be invoked to prevent the respondgnt 
from committing a trespass against the 
appellant; that its only effect is to 
leave the parties in the same situation, 
with reference to the rights involved in 
the action, as they were prior to the 
rendition of the judgment; that they 
still have, notwithstanding the appeal,

The Phoenicians. in their home 
cities, crucified the captives taken from 
Alexander the Great, and he crucified 
themselves upon the walls when he had 
taken their towns. The Arabs, when 
they replaced these nations, brought in 
impaling, which was nothing but cruci- 
fixion in another way, and the French 
impaled in HNgypt the assassins of 
Keber. Impaling was putting a stake 
through the sinews of a living man, 
and thus hanging him up until he died 
between starvation and exhaustion. 
Cordova, when it was the Moorish cap- 
ital, witnessed many a scene of im- 
pated rebels against them, and caliphs 
standing over the city gates howling, or 
around the mosques or along the pave- 
ment by the river.

PROFIT-SHARING. 
The System 


‘‘all that 
Then what are you 


Successtul tn the United 
Sta os. 
Written for The Times. 
The matter of profit-sharing by man- 
ufacturers and exensive employers of 
labor is receiving more and more atten- 
tion, but not more than it deserves, and 
apparently not as much as the circum: 
Stances Warrant. Emplovers, asa rule, 
are not satisfied with their labor, or 
their present relations with labor, 
while to note the undercurrent of the 
workmen's opposition to. capital one 
needs but to read the report of labor 
unions or talk with representatives of 
the different branches. 

There is a constant feeling of warfare 
between these two elements of industry 
that are so absolutely essential to one 
another, and between whom there 
should exist the closest relations of 
harmony, tranquility and co-interest in 
order to achieve the best results. 

Capital is and will be very slow to 
consent to the right of labor to any 
further share of product than is repre- 
sented by wages at the full market 
rate; therefore capital, as a rule, 
opposes profit-sharing propositions. 

ut while this matter is open to dis- 
pute, there can no longer be anv dis- 
pute as to the practical value and satis- 
factory results that bave been obtained 
in this direction. Hence in the interest 
of progress and harmony the successes 
of those who have adopted practical 
profit-sharing schemes is deserving of 
the widest publicity and the most care- 
ful study by all employers of labor, as 
well as by labor itself. 

There are at present several hundred 
firms, large and small, who have 
adopted and are practicing some sys- 
tem of profit-sharing with their ‘em- 
ployés. Nor’should the fact be over- 
looked that, with one or two excep- 
tions, they are by no means engaged in 
this matter from feelings of philan- 
thropy or a desire to better the condi- 
tion of their workmen. Nor yet from 
that other high motive, a recognition 
of the fairness of the proposition and a 
Willingness to grant it as a matter of 
justice to their laborers. Nearly all 
have adopted it and are upholding it 
from motives of self-interest—because 
they believed it would pay. 

M. le Claire, the founder of practical 
profit-sharing, and whose immense 
painting and decorating establishment 
in France is by all odds the largest and 
most successful establishment of its 
kind in the world, said: ‘I prefer mak- 
ing f.100,000 and sharing half of it 


with my men, to making f.25,- 
000 and keeping it all myself. 
In the first place my profits 


are larger, andiknow I am on good 
terms with my employés. When an 
architect asks me to paint some exposi- 
tion building when hours and minutes 
are of importance, 1am happy in giv- 
ing the order, knowing it will be 
promptly executed. The architect 
knows that, too, consequently my busi- 
ness prospers.’’ A large number of 
similar expressions are recorded from 
other employers, who are thus cement- 
ing intimate and cordial relations with 
theirmen. 

In this country, among the most pro- 
nounced and instructive successes in 
profit-sharing are those of the N. O. 
Nelson Manufacturing Company of St. 
Louis and of the Charles G. Conn Band 
Instrument Factory at Elkhart, Ind. 
The former concern has haiits plan in 
operation for seven years, and with 
such satisfactory results that a proposal 
to abandon it or to return to the old 
system would not meet the support of a 
single individual among either masters 
or men. 

N. O. Nelson of the firm, who, 
with his family, has been passing the 
winter at the beautiful little city of 
Pasadena, ina recent interview with 
the writer, declared most emphatically 
not only his personal faith and that of 
his firminthe good results of profit- 
sharing, but his belief in its ultimate 
general adoption. Mr. Nelson is a 
practical man of affairs, who presents 
the matter as a business proposition 
and supports it as he would anv other 
reform that proved tg be a paying one. 
He does not believe in a proposition at 
the outset to share in both profits. and 


losses as they may occur, mainly 
because it would be impracticable, 
and also because it unfair. 


Capital is better able to assume the 
losses than. is labor. A proposal to 
share profits with one’s workmen before 
there were any tangible profits to be 
shared would be absurd; it would not 
be accepted. When the concern is run- 
ning upon a profitable basis the case is 
different. The plan Mr. Nelson favors, 
and which is adopted by his firm, is to 
set aside asmall percentage from the 
gross profits each year as a reserve to 
be drawn upon should losses occur in 
any future vear. Such fund to be in- 
vested, and, if not needed for the first 
purpose, to be ultimately utilized as an 
insurance fund for aged or injured em- 
ployés, or otherwise if mutually de- 
sired. The pastseven years have all 


been profitable ones with the N. O. Nel- 
son Manufacturing Company, hence no 
occasion has occurred to test this side 
of the case. Neither, in all that time, 
have they been troubled with any labor 
disturbance. The workmen are em- 
ployed and retained on the score of 
merit, and membership in a union is no 
prerequisite, n-r cause for discharge or 
refusal toemploy. The matter is en- 
tirely optional with the men, the firm 
dealing with competent individuals and 
not with union or non-union represent- 
atives. 

When asked whether the payment of 
such large sums as the company has 
been paying itsmenin additionto a 
high scale of wages and short hours bad 
not resulted in a corresponding diminn- 
tion of protit to capital. Mr. Nelson 
gave itas his opinion that the net pro- 
ceeds on their capital had suffered very 
little, ifany, by this, and, if any, it 
was more than recovered by the free- 
dom from worry and labor troubles. 
The men became more efficient, the 
product was more uniform, there was 
less waste, less loss from the inefii- 
ciency of green hands, and in so many 
other ways were net profits enhanced 
because of this system that capital was 
more liable to gain directly than to lose, 

Mr. Nelson scotted the idea advanced 
by many ‘that organized labor would 
soon be as discontented as at present 
and demand increasing ‘‘shares"’ uatil 
the granting’of them would be impos- 
sible. “Skilled workmen,’’ said Mr. |

The second *yéat; which ended in Jan- 
vary last, proved still more gratifying.

And this 
in spite of thé fact that extensive im- 
provements had ween carried on, and 


thata of workmen had had | 


their wages increased, the cost for all 
of which was added ‘to the expenses, yet 
the net profits proved considerably 
greater for both employer and em- 
ployés. The division this year ranked 
as follows? 

Number of employés sharing in 
profits, 124. 

Number in’ firet ‘class 34. receiving 
each $150; number.in second class 68, 
receiving each $90; number in third 
class 22, receiving each $60. 

Not only did each receive a. much 
larger sum thah the former year, but 
the number in thedowest class was re- 
duced from=thirty-four to twenty-two 
and in the highestclass was increased 
from sixteen to ‘thirty-four. 

Of course Mr. Conn is delighted with 
the outcome of his plan, and is not 
likely to discontinue it. tots 

His plan is simple, but answers his 
purpose. His proposal to his employés 
was, in brief, this: All matters of 
wages, etc., to remain exactly as they 
had been. At theend of the year the 


.gross receipts to be apportioned as fol- 


lows: Twenty-eight per cent as his 
own share, which) was to include pay 
for his service general supervisor, in- 
terest on his capital at 8 per cent., and 
royalties for use of his patents and his 
name. From the remainder 72 per 
cent. was set apart for running ex- 
penses, etc., and’ the -balance divided 
among the workmen. For this purpose 
they were ranked in three classes and 
among them in the 
ratio of ten, six and four. The ranking 
into classes is dome each year by the 
five superintendents. Their share is 
20 cents each for every instrument 
made and sold during the year: ’ 
The men inthe first class are to in- 
clude all who have served five years 
faithfully and are. of good moral char- 
acter. 4 
Those in the second, all who have 
served over one year; but less than five, 
faithfully andare ofsgood moral char- 
acter. 
The third class take in all who have 
been with the firm one year or more, 
but who, on account of careless habits 
or neglect, do n6t» deserve to come 
under the other classes. 3 
Mr. Conn’s object is to share 
with those who help ‘to increase the 
profits, in a fair ratia.His plan is well 
worth studying by efiployers of labor. 
Not because the same system would be 
applicabfe in-all factories, but as show- 
ing that some simple but reasonable 
and fair method, adapted to the case at 
hand, so stimulates the.men that they 
take personal inteftest in the works 
with the emplover, and by both pulling 
together so improve final results that 
each side is benefited, financially, as 
well as otherwise. It brings, capital 
and labor into harmony, friendship and 
co-interest.

PENSIONS. 
The Pension Roli and the New Pension 
Commissioner. 


{From the “Progress ot the World,’ May 
Review of Reviews.] 

If the Commissioner of Pensions were 
an autocrat who could reconstruct the 
acts of Congress upon which the pres- 
ent system rests, and who could revise 
the rolls ad libitum and strike off the 
names of hundreds of thousands of 
present beneficiaries, he would be in 
somewhat the position that an expec- 
tant public seems to consider Judge 
William Lochren of Minneapolis-to have 
entered upon. Autocracy is not. our 
American method; but it would cer- 
tainly be a great relief if Judge Loch- 
ren could be given absolute and final 
power to readjust. both the law and the 
administration of our pension system. 
The theorectical principles involved are 
not just nowin very active dispute. 
Few men whose words carry weight are 
opposed to the generous pensioning of 
all plainly-deserving cases. A wise re- 
vision of the laws would probably in- 
crease the amounts paid to some classes 
of veterans, seriously and permanently 
disabled as a result of service rendered 
their country. Other classes—or 
sub- classes — would probably be 
rejected altogether. But there is 
lessfeason to compiain of the system 
as set forth in existing statutes than of 
that lax administration of the laws 
which has admitted to the rolls many 
persons not fairly entitied to public 
support. It is: very easy, to state the 
case too harshly, and to censure honest 
and patriotic men as,if they were 
rogues. Moreover, much has been said 
and written in amplification of the so- 
called scandalous pension abuses by 
men grossly ignorant of the whole sub- 
ject. But when all this is conceded, 
the verv face of the situation reveals 
disproportion and an abnormal ten- 
dency. We have admitted to the roll 
since the outbreak of the war nearly a 
million and a half of pensioners, of 
whom not far from a million survive to 
this day and are public beneficiaries. 
Of those now on the list, wore than 
half have been added since the inaug- 
uration of Mr. Harrisonin 1889. Un- 
til 1880, yearly disbursements for 
pensions had never redched $35,- 
000,000. In 1888 © (fiscal year) 
they approached $80,000,000. In 
18¥2 they exceeded $140,000,000. 
Existing requirements can hardly be 
met with less than $175,000,000 a 
year, and it is foreseen that $200.- 
000,000 annually will very soon be 
needed. The act of 1890 admitted to 
relief any surviving Union soldiers who 
had grown disabled and needy, provid- 
ing their pbysical disabilities were 
mn any way traceable to their ser- 
vice inthe army. It was a policy about 
which men honestly differed. Some 
men believed that itwas fair and wise, 
as well as broad and generous, and that 
it would have the approving verdict of 
future generations. Other men saw in 
it only a mad extravagance, at the 
dictation of greedy‘ claim agents, or- 
ganized ‘‘pension-grabbers,’’ and dema- 
gogue politicians. There were two 
tenable points of view, so atterly un- 
like that a statesman might honestly 
have taken either side of the conten- 
tion. But when it comes to the con- 
crete aiministration of the laws, it 
ought to be easy to agree that there 
should be the most searching scrutiny 
used to keep the rolls clear of perjurers 
and frauds. It simply remains to be 
seen what can be done at this juncture. 
Judge Lochren's appointment is of an 
ideal excellence. The Republican Leg- 
islature of Minnesota indorsed it unani- 
mousty and with enthusiasm. He 
served with eminent valor in the war, 
and is in fullsympathy with the vet- 
erans. But heisa just judge, a firm 
administrator, and noseeker after votes 
or popularity. Party feeling on the 
pension question has abated much. The 
time is ripe forits treatmenton non- 
partisan. reasonable lines. Judge 
Lochren’s management of the office will 
have begun with a prestige not equaled 
by that of any of his predecessors. ©

dreaded by elderly people and those of weak 
frame on account of a variety of ills which 
are*commonly grouped under the title of 
“a cold.” Of course there is no sueh thitg 
as ‘catching cold.” 

/The- term.is nsed to describe a local con- | 
gestion, which may run on to inflammation 
or fever, and might therefore be more apt- 
ly described as ‘catching hot.” - 

But thegood old name describes the alti- 
mate cause andds therefore well ¢hosen. It 
is singular that more is known of appar- 
ently obscure diseases—cholera, tnberculo- 
of leprosy—than -is known 
of the everyday il!s which are grouped un- 
der the general title. Briefly. it is known 
that loeri chil) is reflected by an internal 
congestion—thgt is, that the chilling and 
consegucnt, cofftraction of the blood supply 
of ono particular section of the body may 
be followed by a congestion or engorge- 
ment with bleod of some other section not 
necessarily directly connected with the ex- 
posed part. How or why this occurs physi- 
ologists are yet in donbt. That it-does oc- 
cur everz.one knows. 

The results of engorgement with blood of 
any perticular organ are generally under- 
stood. Muscular rheumatism cecurs when 
tho muscles ere attacked, bronchitis when 
it falls upon thé delicate membrane of the 
bronchial tubes, and more serious maladies 
when it attacks more vital organs, The 


- “eold setfled” is the old fashioned term en 


this or that vital organ, and it aptly de- 
scribes the condition. Of course there must 
be some physical reason for sueh selection, 
but the causes Are so obscure, except in a 
most. general nner, the doctors are una- 
ble to assign them. 

Congestion of any organ may result in 
several ways. Sometimes it subsides, slow- 
ly or quickly, asthe case may be. Some 
times Mvinues and forms what isknown 
apoac ic Case, With permanent dilation 


_ Of the blood vessels supplying the parts 


affected. Occasionally the congestion is so 
severe that the circulation is cut off, the 
dies, choked to death by its own over- 
supply, and musi be cast off by a process 
which is*known as inflammation. In any 
case the process is painful and often dan- 
gerous, 
“These few facte, which are well estab- 
lished, are about all that is definitely known 
of the phenbmena known as “catching 
cold.” Why of t#¥o men similarly exposed 
one should die in a week and the other suf- 
fer no harm is one of those apparently in- 
scrutable mysteries which some future gen- 
eration will have to solve. The moral, how- 
ever, is obvious. It is to avoid catching cold 
by avoiding .local exposure—to mgintain 
the body in such a high state of health that 
a congestion, if brought on, will result only 
in temporary and comparatively trivial suf- 
fering, and sq to take care of even a slight 
congestion that it will not rum on tothe 
danger which occasionally results from 
“catchingg cold.” ‘The ounce of prevention 
is worth many pounds of cure, and in 
changeable, disagrecabie vreather there is 
no bétter maxim that can be kept in mind 
then the old, ono, “Keep your feet warm, 
your tiead Ledger.

Mrs. Dreszel's Dagmar Cross. 

The Dagmar cross is now owned by Mra 
Joseph Drexel of New York. It is a very 
beautiful cross in enamel, about 144 inches 
in length and an inch in width, being a fac- 
simile of the original, which is preserved in 
the old Northern museum at Copenhagen. 


Its workmanship dates back to the begin- | 


ning of the thirteenth century, and it was 
found ifthe grave of Queen Dagmar at 
Ringsted in 1685. Being hollow, it is sup 
posed to contain precious relics, Duplicates 
of this cross were made for Dr. R. Shelton 


Mackenzie, late of this city, and for the | 


Princess Alexandra of Denmark, for a wed- 
ding present on her marriage to the Prince 
of Wales. The princess’ cross was attached 
to a necklace of 118 pearls and 2,000 bril- 
liant and rose diamonds. 

The court jeweler, Cristensen, in Copen- 
hagen made the facsimile cross for Dr. 
Mackenzie, a copy that is said to be scarcely 
distinguishable from the original. The face 
of the tiny cross is what is known as a Bre- 
ton cross—that is, at éach corner is a 
r rounded disk instead of the bar end, These

“4 TIONS ABOUT AMERICA. 


Changes In American Taste For Art and 
‘Better Architecture—American Hurry 


and ‘Worry Is Subsiding—Handicapped 


Lack of Traditions. 
“What changes in this country have im- 
me most during my last visit?’ re- 
feet F. Marion Crawford, the novel- 
t, as he bent over his large trunk which 
he was packing for his departure home- 
ward. “I have noticed so many changes 
that it is difficult for me to put my impres- 
sions in shape. When I came here 10 years 
ago, afteralongabsencein Europe and in the 
east, | was most struck by the remarkable 
growth of the cities that I saw, but during 
my present visit I have been particularly 
impressed by. the development in taste 
— 1 bave noticed among the people 
ere, 

“It seems to me that my brother Ameri- 
cahs—you know I am really an American 
myself, and a thoroughly loyal one in spite 
of the’fact that circumstances have obliged 
me'to spend most of my life abroad—have 
made a great advance in their knowledge 
and apprece ition of the arts. This is shown 
most conspicuously in the arshitectural im- 
provements in the various cities that I have 


“There are fewer monstrosities in the way 
of buildings now put up, for instance, than 
thete were a few years ago, and among the 

w ones there are some magnificent speci- 
mens of architecture. The interiors of the 
bouses, too, show a similar improvement. 
Instead’ of rooms filled with bric-a-brac of 
infertor quality and poor etchings bought 
at a fabulous price by misguided collectors 
I have found less crowded rooms, but far 
more taste displayed in their adornment. 

ere formerly the walls would be cov- 
with many peor etchings I have no- 
ticéd a very few in the best taste. 

“Then, too, F have noticed a marked 
change in the physical appearance of the 
people here. Tae women seem to have de- 
veloped and are vow healthier and finer 
looking than they were when I last came. 
I have observed that the men carry them- 
selves better, walk from the waist, so to 
> . I attribute their improvement to 
the increase in games and physical exercise 
in general in this country. .1 presume that 
this tucrease is due in pert to the fact that 
American men ere now beginning to have 
a little leisure in which they can devote 
thernselves to other pursuits than those of, 


Ss, 

‘“fhere is much to be hoped from the in- 
crease of leisure in thia country. I have no 
doubt that before many years America will 
have a leisure clags just us each of the old 
European countries bus. Indeed 1 have 
already seen sigrs of its formation. There 
are. at the present time plenty of rich men 
in New York who have no business and 
whod spend most of their time at their clubs 
and in sports, which are. practically the 
only. resources of the average man of leisure 

ere 


“The business pressure in London is, in 
my opinion, far greater than in New York; 
and as for the-social whirl New York 
doesn’t compare with Rome. Roman so- 
ciety during the four months of the season 

practically yo sleep at all. In New 
ork society is far. more moderate. 

“And this brings me to the subject of the 
conditions of. American life. The most in- 
teresting of these conditions, in my judg- 
ment, is the complete absence of tradition 
in the usages here. Of course there are 
many Americans who like to follow Euro- 
pean traditions; they swallow these at a 
gulp, and the effect is like that of taking a 
pill. ‘Practically America must make ber 
own traditions, and as she hes not as yct 


 had/time to do this the American people 


are still untrammeicd and cen develop 
themselves fn patural and spontaneous 
matitier: Thé complete absence of tradition 
here has struck me superficially and yet 
most forcibly and ‘amusingly in American 
social customs, 

“For example, I can’t tell you what a 
strange sensation I have had when! have 
dined at Iuxnrious American houses where 
all the appointments have been of the most 
magnificent description, and where at table 
1 have: been confronted with the spectacle 
of a butler wearing a mustache. Noone 
who has not been brought up abroad amid 
the iron clad rules of society which prevail 
in European ¢ountri¢s can understand the 
utter incongruity of that butler’s appear- 
ance. Asa matter of fact, 1 don’t carea 
rap about that sort of thing, but neverthe- 
less [ can’t belp being amuséd by it. The 
incident I’ve mentioned is only one instance 
of a iarge uumbercf incongruities that I 
have noticed in American scciety. 

“The lack of tradition in America affects 
syen the arts. Every other country has long 


.established tradition by which its whole 


artistic life is regulated, but America has 
as yet to develop its schools of literature, 
painting, sculpture and music. We have 
pot. thns far produeed one great writer. Ah, 
es, Emerson, Hawthorne, Lowell and the 
ittle group of New I+agland writers of 25 
eurs ago did admirable work, but judged 
¥ tbe standards of Sophocles, Shakespeare, 
Dante, Goethe and Schiller they must be 
rater! as second class men. Hawthorne was 
the greatest writer that we have ever pro- 
duce:l, but he wus only on the fringe of the 
Cliss, 

“Every counttry—that is every ancient 
couniry—has ftiad its great aristocratic cra. 
As a rule it comes only once, though in the 
cause. of Rome, through the mingling of for- 
eign blood, there was a renaissance, bu 
this was only a conspicuous exception. Our 
era is yet to come, possibly the next cen- 
tury is to produce it. At present America 
is remarkable chiefly for her great number 
of second elasx writers. We are doing work 
of njaguilicent Mediccrity. The great men 
of the future will perhaps stand upon our 
Haws.”—New York Tribune.

The Number of Lines Shakevpeare’s Char 


acters Have to Say. 

Some tables published in England by L. 
M. Griffiths, giving the number of lines 
spoken by each character in Shakespeare's 
plays, furnish a basis for sundry interesting 
com parisons and contrasts. 

The leading male characters have muck 
more to say than their female co 


unterparte. 
As might-have been guessed, Hamlet isby | 


far the most loquacious—using the word in 
this arithmetical sense—of the men. His 
share in the dialpgue is 1,569 lines—the lines 
in the tables being those of The Globe edi- 
tion, and parts of lines at beginning and 
end of speeches being counted as whole 
lines. Next tothe royal Dane come Rich- 
ard III with 1,161 lines, and I follows 
hard upon with 1,117. Henry V, in the 
“magnificent monologue” of a play named 
from hit, speaks 1,068 lines. 

These four characters are the only ones 
that have more than a thousand lines apicce. 
At some distance behind them cqmes Othello 
with 888, Coriolanus with 886, the Duke, in 
“Measure For Measure,’”’ with 880 and Ti- 
mon with 83. Antony, in “Antony and 
Cleopatra,” is the only other man with 
more than 800, his reckoning being 829. Be- 
tween 600 and 700 we find Lear (770), Rich- 
ard II (755), Brutus, in “Jutias Cesar,” 
(727), Falstaff, in "2 Henry Iv” Titus 
Andronicus (718) and Macbeth (5), 


Henry IV,” (688), Leontes (681), eee 
(665), Biron (627), Romeo (618) and Prince 
Henry, in Henry (616). 
above: 500 are Menenius (08), 
(585), Hotspur (568), the King, in **Hamilet,” 
(551), Troilus (341), Philip Fauleonbridge 
(522) and Cassius (507). , 

Among the women there are but five who 
exceed the limit of 600 lines.: I should have 
guessed Portia would be first, but her 589 


lines are surpassed by Rosalind’s #409. Cle- | 


opatra’s 670 and Imogen’s 96. Juliet has 
541. Between 400 and 00 we find only Hel- 
ena of “All’s Well” (479) and Isabella (426). 
The others above 300 are Desdemona (389), 
Katherine of Aragon (874), Mistress Page 
(361), Viola (853), Paulina (831), Julia in the 
“Two Gentlemen of Verona’ (823), Olivia 
(321), the Queen in “2 Henry VI” (817), Vo 
lumnia (515), Creesida (312), Beatriee (809), 
the Countess in “‘All’s Well” (206) and Celia 


(304). 

It will be noted that only 20 of the ladies 
have’ more than 300 lines each, while 21 of 
their lords exceed 600, and Rosalind, who 
leads all the rest of her sex by 79 lines, does 
not talk half as much as Hamlet. Some of 
the famous female characters have surpris- 
ingly little to sey, as Miranda (142), Per- 
diti (128) and Cordelia (115). ate the 
shrew, though very sharp of tongue, uses 
the unruly member only to theextentof 220. 
lines, inclusive ot her long lecture of 44 
lines to her. untamed sisters in the last 
scene. Lady Macbeth has but 261 lines and 
Hermoine but 211.—English Critic.

Subsequently the dog was changed into a 
mara, or spirit, which visited sleeping per- 
sons; hence the word nightmare. The mara 
frequently played all kinds of pranks, and 
to this bit of imagination is the world in- 
debted for numercus fairy stories.—New 
York Telegram\
